>ret the Scriptures with a view of 
caching God's

should be serious minded and 


autions, according to 
Dr. L. 
C- 


Sparks, 
pastor of the First M. E. 


hurch, who last night answered Pas- 
or Russell, head of the International 
Bible Students' Association, who ilc- 
:vered a sermon at the Auditorium 
a, week ago on "The Battle of Ariua- 
:cddon." Dr Sparks urged that there 
hould be no interpretation 
of 
the 


Jible without reverence and sinu-ri- 
y. He said that there was a tendency 
o speculate when interpretations are 
made in any other 
frame 
of mind, 


hat there is danger of going astray in 
nterpretations which often are made 
o conform with some preconceived 
otion or theory. 
Dr. Sparks' sermon was heard by a 


arge audience, many of 
those who 


eard Pastor Russell a week ago, be- 
ng interested in the Newark minis- 
er's answer 


The sermon which it had been an- 
ounced would be answered last night, 
as caused considerable 
comment, 


'he auditorium where it was dehv- 
red, was filled to capacity and hun- 
reds were turned away, and it made 
deep impression upon the minds of 


many. 


In this discourse, Pastor 
Russell 


eclared that the European war was 
fulfillment of the prophecies of the 


scriptures, and that it was a part ot 
God's plan in bringing about His 
reign upon earth. The Brooklyn man 
denied that the earth was to be de- [ 
stroyed by literal fire when the end 1 


came and that those who sin would be 
cast into eternal torment. 


Dr. Sparks took for his text Matthew 


7:15: 
"Beware of false prophets which 


come to you in sheep's clothing, but 
inwardly are raving wolves." He said: 


There is nothing so repugnant to 


mo as a religious controversy, but 
fortunately \ve have reached a period 
when there is little controversy of 
this nature. The world is a unit so 
lar as the essentials of religious doc- 
trines are concerned. The different de- 
nominations may he likened 
unto 


bodies marching under different regi- 
mental banners, to a common destina- 
tion. 


If the criticism of these denomina- 


tions were not surcharged with error, 
it would not be worth while to dis- 
pute them but they should not be al- 
lowed to pass unnoticed. 


The Bible is a book of wonders, a 


chronicle of events embracing a per- 
iod when thought was differently cast. 
It contains history, law, prophecy, 
poetry, narrative and allegory, writ- 
ten by at least 36 different men of dif- 
ferent nationalities and education. 


Its interpretation is governed by 


certain rules commonly accepted and 
any one following any other rule 
makes a mistake. Certain rules should 
be applied to the 
interpretation of 


certain parts of the Bible and he who 
interprets must determine whether the 
passage he seeks to interpret is writ- 
ten literally or figuratively.

Duke Nicholas cannot afford to hold 
the river positions in the south in, 
the face of an important movement, 
for, 
to do so would endanger 
his 


armies. 
The opinion is ventured by 


some English critics that this latest 
move may conclude for the present 
the great offensive effort against the 
Russians which has been in progress 
bince May, and that once Austrian 
soil is cleared of the invaders a new 
campaign may be undertaken by the 
Teutonic forces, 
this time in the 


Near East. 


In support of this theory is cited 


the report that the Central Powers 
are massing troops near the Ruman- 
ian border.

(Continued from Saturday.) 


The county highway superintend- 


ent, under the direction of the state 
highway commissioner, shall provide 
for the maintenance and repair of the 
roads of the county, under such sys- 
tem as may be determined expedient, 
so that each section of the highways 
of the county shall be under proper 
supervision and 
be 
effectively 
and 


economically 
improved, maintained 


and repaired. 


The county commissioner may pur- 


chase 
such 
machinery 
or other 


equipment for construction, improve- 
ment, maintenance or repair of high- 
ways, bridges and culverts under their 
jurisdiction, as they may deem^ nec- 
essary, which shall bo paid for out of 
any taxes levied and 
collected for 


construction, 
improvement, 
main- 


tenance and repair of roads. 


The county highway superintendent 


shall annually on the first day of No- 
vember make or cause to be made a 
written inventory of all such machin- 
ery, tools and equipment indicating 
each article and stating tho value 
thereof and the estimated cost of all 
necessary repairs thereto and deliver 
the same to the county commission- 
ers- 


The county highway superintend- 


ent may lease 
or hire machinery, 


tools and 
equipment 
for highway, 


culvert or bridge repair, at a price to 
be approved by the county commis- 
sioner or township trustees. 


It shall be unlawful for any person, 


firm or corporation to construct a 
walk or dig a ditch 
cross a public 


highway outside of any municipality 
•without the consent of the 
county 


highway 
superintendent, 
township 


highway superintendent or township 
trustees. 


The county highway superintendent 


may by a permit in writing, author- 
ize the owners of property adjoining 
the highways, at their own expense, 
to locate and plant troes subject 
to 


his approval as to kind, size and lo- 
cation, 


The county highway superintendent 


shall have control of all trees, shrubs 
and grass in the public highways of 
the countv but not within the limits 
of a municipality, and shall prose- 
cute complaints for malicious injury 
to such trees. 


The county highway superintendent 


,with the approval of the county com- 
missioners or township trustees, may 
construct and maintain water troughs 
and drinking fountains along public 
highways at convenient points. 


The state highway commissioner 


cannot 
designate 
additional 
inter- 


county or main market 
roads 
or 


change existing 
inter-county 
roads 


without first publishing a notice of 
the same. 
i 


Applications by county commission- 


ers to the state highway commission-1 
er for aid from any appropriation by 
the state shall be filed prior to Janu- 
ary 1st of the calendar 
year 
over 


which such appropriations 
may 
be* 


made or become^ available. 


When a part of 
an 
inter-countr 


highway or main market road is im- 
proved by the state, by contract or 
force account, ten per cent 
of the 


cost of said construction or improve* 
ment shall be assessed 
against tne 


land abutting thereon 
according to 


bene'its, provided the total amount 
assessed against any owner or abut- 
ting property shall not exceed thirty- 
three per cent of the valuation of 
such abutting property. 


Each application for state aid In 


the construction, improvement, main- 
tenance or repair of inter-county or 
main market roads, shall be a pro- 
perly certified resolution 
that

HOW TO BALANCE BODY PROPERLY 


This is the second of a series of 


articles on physical culture 
written 


for the 
Advocate by Anna Louise 


Sbafer. 


It deals with "body balance," or 


basic poise, and 
will interest all 


women anxious to acquire grace and 
strength. 


Tht series of articles which will ap- 


pear In the Advocate will cover in 
simple English many physical culture 
subjects about which women con- 
stantly are inquiring. 


(By Anna Louise Shafer.) 


The difference between a graceful 


and an ungraceful body, a strong and 
a weak body seldom is organic, but 
a matter of training. 


Every teacher of physical develop- 


ment can bring numbers of cases to 
prove this statement. 


Obviously the very first thing 
to 


learn for a girl or a woman who de- 
sires to cultivate health and grace— 
and persistently practice until it be- 
comes ~an unconscious part of move- 
ment—is body balance. 


To do this it is absolutely neces- 


sary to have an unfailing formula in 
order to work intelligently and re- 
sultfully. 


We have this formula in what I 


call basic poise. 


This consists in placing the center 


of gravity where it belongs—making 
the balls of the feet the weight bear- 
ers. 
This very simply and naturally 


brings about the proper oppositions 
for poise, balance, equilibrium, and 
at the same time gives *he proper ten- 
sion to the muscles for keeping them 
alive and active. 


Today's illustrations and lesson de- 


scribe and illustrate exactly how it 
is done. 


Where fat has already accumulated 


there will have to be some systematic 
muscular work, with correct abdom- 
inal breathing, to burn up the excess. 
This exercise, to be resultful, must be 
taken in balance and followed by bal- 
ance or poise at all times. Poise is 
restful. Relaxation, or perfect rest, is 
another thing to be explained later. 


LESSON II. 


One of the greatest advantages of 


body balance as an exercise is that it 
may be assumed when you put your 
feet on the floor in the morning and 
continued, consciously or unconscious- 
ly, during all the daily activities.
